Ordinarily, a lame 
duck president, having reached the stage LBJ now has, 
can m ostly go through the motions, and retire grace­ 
fully by not having linnet any apple carts. 
But in this case, it can be different. With the Presi­ 
dent continuing to the bitter end his policy of making 
war, a great deal more American blood can be sense­ 
lessly spilled and the Paris talks fail to move off their 
present dead center. The nation cannot expect Mr. John 
son to change his course now, but Mr. Humphrey, if 
he is to earn the votes of his fellow Democrats must 
begin steering in a new direction.

Vietnam of its two Communist 
allies, A m erica’s forces would 
long ago have been able to 
win a decisive victory over 
the aggressors. 
The 
Moscow 
government 
has 
supplied 
billions 
of 
dollars' 
worth 
of airplanes, 
arm s and munitions, and has 
also sent officers to train the 
pilots and ground arm ies of 
North Vietnam. 
M e a n w b i l e , the United 
Nations h a s remained silent, 
and the American people as 
a whole have not been given 
by their government the facts 
about Soviet participation in 
the Vietnam war.

of manpower. 
Wrong Training 
If 
the South 
Vietnamese

is because they haven’t been

United States' has organized, 
trained 
and 
equipped 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
army.

has been built in the image 
of the U S .

W ithin a week “Harper V alley P T A ” by Jeanie C. Riley 


had hit the top of the country charts. W ithin two weeks it 


was the number one song in Chicago, Boston, Pittsburg, and 


almost every other town that had heard the song about the 


m other who, told she was “wearing her dresses ‘way too 


high” by the P T A , attended the next m eeting and exposed 
the sordid lives of all the P T A members. Jeanie C. Riley 
had the left-field hit of the year. N obody would admit they 
liked the song, but copies were selling faster than they could 
he pressed. 
Jeanie C. Riley not only had a hit, she soon had prob­ 
lems. The least of these were imitations. Every record label 
rushed out their versions of the song, sung by such country 
cuties as bobbi Martin and Billie Joe Spears. N one of them 
had anything to add to the original, and in an ad in a record 
trade publication, Jeanie’s label, Singleton Records, boasted, 
“ Im itations will be the cheapest form o f flattery.” 
T hen, last weekend, Little D arlin’ records, a popular 
country label, announced they were suing Jeanie Riley and 
Singleton Records. T hey claimed they had taught the pretty 
housewife to sing and had groomed her for stardom, only to 
have her release “Harper V alley” on the Singleton label. 
Label Trouble* 
Little D arlin’ Records wants to force Jeanie legally to re­ 
cord only on their label, and they want to prevent distribu­ 
tion of any records cut by another com pany. In fact, they 
would like to prevent airplay of the current hit until litiga­ 
tion is settled. 
Predictably enough, several cities called Harper V alley, 
look offense, and announced that they were going to sue foe 
libel. In the midst of all the legal entanglem ents, Jeanie C. 
R iley sits, counting her m oney and polishing her gold record. 
N obody’s getting her name wrong now!
